a loss of $4.000,OoO. cov ered by insur­

A bonded 
warehouse was burned to 
the ground. 
A steady northeast wind, 
which blew the flames tow ard 
the 
Youghiogheny riv er, sav ed the town 
of Broadford, the buildings of the H. 
C. Frick Coke company and the B alti­ 
m ore & Ohio station from destruction.

Patckin, employes of the company, 
clim bed up the fire escape and opened 
one of the sm all 
iron doors. 
They 
were caught in a suffocating cloud of 
smoke, which suffocated them , 
and 
they dropped unconscious 
on the tire 
escape. 
They were rescued by other 
workmen, 
and a general alarm was 
sounded. 
The blue-tinged flames 
from

burning alcohol were soon shooting 
m ore than 100 feet into the air.
